Israel favors the truce chief's | 
proposal for barbed wire barriers | 
to curb illegal border crossings 
and other wiolations. However, 
she disapproves of the neutral 
zone idea, partly because Israeli. 
settlements run up to the frontier 
and would be left without the pro- 
tection given by the present bor- 
der patrols. Egypt has approved 
the zoning principle but frowns 
on the construction of any border 
barriers which would seem to 
lend permanency to the frontier 
line drawn in 1949 after the Pales- 
tine war ended.

Broke Silence in Bid for Parole 


MCALESTER, Okla., Sept. 8 Ph 
~The incredible story of the Okla- 
homa State Penitentiary’s ‘“‘silent 
man''—a prisoner who didn’t talk 
for the first 18 years he was behind 
the walls—was disclosed today. 

It was told by reporters of the 
Tulsa Tribune, which said it agreed 
three years ago—when the man 
first broke his vow never to speak 
again—to keep the secret. 

That was because officials cau- 
tioned that the convict, John A, 
Cane, was known throughout the 
prison as “The Dummy,” an in- 
mate who couldn’t talk or hear. 
Officials feared for his life if the 
secret got out. 


Former Warden Jerome Waters 


at a state Pardon and Parole 
Board hearing in June 1952, at- 
tended by Tribune reporter Roger 
Devlin, disclosed the story. 


Devlin related that the warden 
prefaced Cane’s appearance before 
the board with the remark that 
the case was ‘“‘the most unusual 
I ever have heard of in this 
penitentiary.” 

The warden said Cane was serv- 


ing a life term for murder from! 


Oklahoma County. 


The warden rapidly sketched the | 


prisoner’s past, how he had van- 
ished a few days after his wife 
and three small children disap- 
peared from their home in 1934. 
Finally arrested and questioned in- 
tensively he broke down, admitted) 
killing his family and burying their 
bodies in shallow graves.

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The GOP Dilemma: 
Only Ike Can Win 


This week in Washington 48 GOP 
state chairmen are attending a “cam- 
paign school” in which plans for the 1956 
presidential and congressional campaigns 
are being mapped. These plans seem to be 
simple enough: 

Ike Eisenhower must be persuaded to 
seck re-election as the only salvation for 
a party that has lost ground steadily in 
every election since 1952. 

That is the GOP’s only hope and the 
party knows it. If Ike should let them 
down—and this is wishful thinking on 
the part of Democrats—the party would 
come apart in some of the most bitter 
factional fighting in its history. 

So the chairmen will visit Denver Sat- 
urday carrying their message: Ike must 
run. 

Meanwhile, there are signs that the 
Democrats are losing their timidity in 
permitting the President to escape his 
party’s mistakes. Speeches around the 
country on Labor Day probed his vul- 
nerable points. The farm program, labor 
policies, foreign policies, government by 
big business, the divisions within the GOP 
an@ the near-scandals within the admin- 
istration received their share of attention. 

Ik® may not be able to carry his party 
to victory in 1956 but the GOP knows it 
has nobody else who can. Meanwhile, 48 
GOP chairmen seek to mend their fences 
and to find excuses for the failures that 
resulted in the biggest Democratic vote in 
1954 since the middle 30s.

Georgia Seeks Reliet 
For Its Mentally Sick 


Georgia may experiment with mental 
clinics in two or three big hospitals with 
a view to rewriting legislation in the field 
of mental health. 

According to Gov, Marvin Griffin, 
who met recently with leaders in this field, 
the state may set up screening centers at 
the Talmadge Memorial Hospital in Au- 
gusta, the Grady Memorial Hospital in 
Atlanta and at the Milledgeville State 
Hospital. 

This last is Georgia’s institution for the 
mentally ill. It is the second largest hos- 
pital of its kind in the world with a pa- 
tient population of approximately 11,000. 
Its size and the fact that many of its pa- 
tients do not belong there, work to the 
detriment of the institution as a whole. 

Screening centers should cut down on 
patient admission by separating the 
genuine mental cases from the old or al- 
coholic who are committed under archaic 
Georgia procedure, Mental clinics, stra- 
tegically located, should cut down dn ad- 
missions by curing mental ailments on an 
out-patient basis. 

Georgia’s whole attitude toward the 
mentally ill currently is up for review, 
and apparently with the backing of the 
administration. A lot remains to be done 
in this field. Laws on the subject are out- 
moded. And while the staff at Milledge- 
ville does a fine job with the resources at 
hand, there are times when the hospital's 
problems seem insuperable.

Work Will Start Soon 
On Another River Dam 


October 27 will be a red letter day for 
all the residents of the Chattahoochee 
Valley. 

On that day ground will be broken 
for the big, multipurpose Fort Gaines 
Dam, south of Columbus and north of 
the lake formed by the Jim Woodruff 
Dam. 

When completed the dam and locks 
will provide hydro-electric power for the 
Southeast’s expanding economy and bring 
year-round navigation that much closer 
to Columbus. 

Fort Gaines Dam is an important part 
_of the over-all plan looking to full utili- 
zation of the Apalachicola, Chattahoochee 
and Flint river systems. Woodruff Dam 
at the junction of the Chattahoochee and 
Flint is about completed and Buford 
Dam north of Atlanta is shaping up nicely. 

Until quite recently the Chattahoo- 
chee flowed along almost unnoticed, 
useful only as a source of water and a 
place for waste disposal for the towns 
and cities near its banks. | 

Now the old river is coming into its 
own. Some day it will be a series of 
lakes, conserving every drop of water 
for industry, irrigation and the people 
of the valley.

State Teacher Shortage 
Is No Laughing Matter 


With enrollment past 925,000, Georgia 
schools started operating Tuesday with a 
shortage of 4,140 teachers. The situation 
is about as bad as it was last year and 
means that thousands of students will be in 


classes that are much larger than educa- 
tors consider the maximum for best work. 

This shortage of teachers is not an 
economy measure. There simply are not 
enough qualified teachers to go around— 
at least not enough qualified teachers who 
want to teach. John J. Medlin Jr., teacher 
certification officer of the State Board of 
Education, said local systems will try to 
recruit housewives with college degrees or 
persons who taught before taking up some 
other profession. 

“We're getting a few teachers from 
Mississippi,” Mr. Medlin facetiously said. 
Mississippi happens to be the only state 
which pays teachers less than Georgia. 

Facetiousness aside, however, it is a 
serious problem that is going to get 
worse. Schools are not turning out enough 
teachers to meet the demand and low pay 
is not attracting enough people into the 
profession. And yet more of the state’s 
tax dollars are going into education than 
any other item of state government. 

Progressive local systems that supple- 
ment teacher’s salaries with local funds 
find it easier. Unfortunately, these are in 
the minority. 

The situation is not one to be shunted 
aside. It is with us and must be met 
head on. The shortage in 1956 will be even 
greater and after that there is 1957.

Who Will ‘Investigate’ 
The People’s Business? 


In an editorial yesterday, The Consti- 
tution raised a question: 

If grand juries do not have the right 
to investigate operations of the state gov- 
ernment, who does? 

Today we repeat the question. 

Rep. Denmark Groover, of Bibb, head 
of the legislative economy committee to 
investigate state operations, raised the 
query about the grand juries. 

Rep. Groover as head of the commit- 
tee had previously vetoed Gov. Griffin's 
suggestion that the committee include the 
matter of official ethics in its probe. 

~Now. Rep. Groover has asked that his 
own committee restrict itself to a “‘gen- 
eral study” of state government, eliminat- 
ing the specific complaints that come to its 
attention. 

How the committee can conduct a 
“general study” and arrive at any worth- 
while conclusions without investigating 
specific complaints is beyond our compre- 
hension, 

Gov. Griffin publicly has asked for an 
impartial investigation that might lead to 
better administration and more economy 
in state government. He has issued orders 
forbidding state officials to engage in busi- 
ness with the state and has asked the Gen- 
eral Assembly to end such practices with 
the force of law in January. 

And yet Rep. Groover wants to con- 
duct a “general study!”’ 

Surely there must be some agency with 
the will and the authority to investigate 
the people’s business—state government. 

But if we accept Rep. . Groover’s 
premises, who does?

According to the Veterans Administra- 
tion, 407,000 former members of the 
armed services, from the Spanish war on- 
ward, reside in Georgia. 

This figure is more than 10 per cent of 
the population and places Georgia 18th 
among the states as far as veterans popu- 
lation is concerned. All in all, the VA 
estimates that there are approximately 
22,000,000 survivors of all our wars now 
living in the United States. 

This is a far cry from pre-World War 
I days when veterans were a rather select 
group, entitled to the misty-eyed solici- 
tude of the remainder of the populace. 

Now, between the draft and the con- 
stant necessity of maintaining a lot of men 
under arms, veterans have lost their dis- 
tinction. There are 22,000,900 of them 
and 22,000,000 of anything, except 
possibly dollars, is a surfeit. 

This is a fact accepted by the majority 
of veterans, who, after their service is 
concluded, put away their uniforms and 
quietly go to work. 

There remains a_ noisy minority, 
though, who regard themselves as a priv- 
ileged class entitled to special concessions 
by virtue of their military service.

Can't Logically Be Limited 


Some of the witnesses at the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee’s current hearings invoked the Fifth Amendment and also 


challenged the committee’s right 
among show people... . 

It is clear enough to most people 
that the purpose of the Fifth 
Amendment is to protect a man 
from the prosecution that might 
follow if he testified against him- 
self, What is less well understood 
is that the purpose is not protection 
against loss of employment or of 
prestige. Those who deplore the 
economic or social consequences 
an individual sometimes suffers 
after using the Fifth Amendment 
fail to make this distinction. 


Those who, on the other hand, 
seek to weaken the Fifth Amend- 
ment because it has become a 
special province of suspected Com- 
munists are also dealing’in ir- 
relevancies, Its use or misuse by 
a generally unpopular group does 
not diminish its validity as a legal 
safeguard for all. 

The congressional right to in- 
vestigate is also a legal right, in 
the sense that it derives from the 
congressional lawmaking function. 
The question immediately arises, 
what has communism in the the- 
ater or in unions or ‘in education 
got to do with the making of laws? 

The answer is not that Congress 
will likely pass a law dealing 
specifically with communism in 
the theater as a result of a com- 
mittee inquiry. It is, rather, that 


for Congress to be able to pass 


sensible laws, regarding the Com- 
munist conspiracy in this country, 
it is well for Congress to take, as 
far as possible, the measure of 
that conspiracy in all its manifes- 
tations. 

The connection between investi- 
gation and legislation evokes little 
protest in other matters of federal 


to investigate possible subversion 


interest, There are few outcries 
that Congress is overstepping its 
bounds when it looks into business 
mergers or farm prices or, for 
that matter, organized crime. If it 
is granted that the government has 
a right to protect itself from sub- 
version, then the right of Congress 
to investigate communism cannot 
logically be limited, 

This is not to say that all such 
investigations are especially signif- 
icant—the present one seems minor 
league so far, It is not to say 
that they are always undertaken 
for disinterested reasons or always 
conducted as they should be, . .. 

But it is to say that these com- 
plaints are immaterial to the con- 
gressional right to investigate 
communism, just as a disagree- 
able employment of the Fifth 
Amendment is no argument against 
the Fifth Amendment. To blur the 
essential simplicity of these in- 
tertwined rights is to create need- 
less confusion and possibly worse.

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The GOP Dilemma: 
Only Ike Can Win 


This week in Washington 48 GOP 
state chairmen are attending a “cam- 
paign school” in which plans for the 1956 
presidential and congressional campaigns 
are being mapped. These plans seem to be 
simple enough: 

Ike Eisenhower must be persuaded to 
seek re-election as the only salvation for 
a party that has lost ground steadily in 
every election since 1952. 

That is the GOP’s only hope and the 
party knows it. If Ike should let them 
down—and this is wishful thinking on 
the part of Democrats—the party would 
come apart in some of the most bitter 
factional fighting in its history. 

So the chairmen will visit Denver Sat- 
urday carrying their message: Ike must 
run. 

Meanwhile, there are signs that the 
Democrats are losing their timidity in 
permitting the President to escape his 
party’s mistakes. Speeches around the 
country on Labor Day probed his vul- 
nerable points. The farm program, labor 
policies, foreign policies, government by 
big business, the divisions within the GOP 
and the near-scandals within the admin- 
istration received their share of attention. 

Ike may not be able to carry his party 
to victory in 1956 but the GOP knows it 
has nobody else who can. Meanwhile, 48 
GOP chairmen seek to mend their fences 
and to find excuses for the failures that 
resulted in the biggest Democratic vote in 
1954 since the middle 30s.

Georgia Seeks Relief 
For Its Mentally Sick 


Georgia may experiment with mental 
clinics in two or three big hospitals with 
a view to rewriting legislation in the field 
of mental health. 

According to Gov. Marvin Griffin, 
who met recently with leaders in this field, 
the state may set up screening centers at 
the Talmadge Memorial Hospital in Au- 
gusta, the Grady Memorial Hospital in 
Atlanta and at the Milledgeville State 
Hospital. 

This last is Georgia’s institution for the 
mentally ill. It is the second largest hos- 
pital of its kind in the world with a pa- 
tient population of approximately 11,000. 
Its size and the fact that many of its pa- 
tients do not belong there, work to the 
detriment of the institution as a whole. 

Screening centers should cut down on 
patient admission by separating the 
genuine mental cases from the old or al- 
coholic who are committed under archaic 
Georgia procedure, Mental clinics, stra- 
tegically located, should cut down dn ad- 
missions by curing mental ailments on an 
out-patient basis. 

Georgia’s whole attitude toward the 
mentally ill currently is up for review, 
and apparently with the backing of the 
administration. A lot remains to be done 
in this field. Laws on ‘the subject are out- 
moded. And while the staff at Milledge- 
ville does a fine job with the resources at 
hand, there are times when the hospital's 
problems seem insuperable.

Work Will Start Soon 
On Another River Dam 


October 27 will be a red letter day for 
all the residents of the Chattahoochee 
Valley. 

On that'day ground will be broken 
for the big, multipurpose Fort Gaines 
Dam, south of Columbus and north of 
the lake formed by the Jim Woodruff 
Dam. 

When completed the dam and locks 
will provide hydro-electric power for the 
Southeast’s expanding economy and bring 
year-round navigation that much closer 
to Columbus. 

Fort Gaines Dam is an important part 
_of the over-all plan looking to full utili- 
zation of the Apalachicola, Chattahoochee 
and Flint river systems. Woodruff Dam 
at the junction of the Chattahoochee and 
Flint is about completed and Buford 
Dam north of Atlanta is shaping up nicely. 

Until quite recently the Chattahoo- 
chee flowed along almost unnoticed, 
useful only as a source of water and a 
place for waste disposal for the towns 
-and cities near its banks. 

- Now the old river is coming into its 
own. Some day it will be a series of 
lakes, conserving every drop of water 


for industry, irrigation and the people 
of the valley.

State Teacher Shortage 
As No Laughing Matter 


With enrollment past 925,000, Georgia 
schools started operating Tuesday with a 
shortage of 4,140 teachers. The situation 
is about as bad as it was last year and 
means that thousands of students will be in 


classes that are much larger than educa- 
tors consider the maximum for best work. 

This shortage of teachers is not an 
economy measure. There simply are not 
enough qualified teachers to go around— 
at least not enough qualified teachers who 
want to teach. John J. Medlin Jr., teacher 
certification officer of the State Board of 
Education, said local systems will try to 
recruit housewives with college degrees or 
persons who taught before taking up some 
other profession. 

“We're getting a few teachers from 
Mississippi,” Mr. Medlin facetiously said. 
Mississippi happens to be the only state 
which pays teachers less than Georgia. 

Facetiousness aside, however, it is a 
serious problem that is going to get 
worse. Schools are not turning out enough 
teachers to meet the demand and low pay 
is not attracting enough people into the 
profession. And yet more of the state’s 
tax dollars are going into education than 
any other item of state government. 

Progressive local systems that supple- 
ment teacher’s salaries with local funds 
find it easier. Unfortunately, these are in 
the minority. 

The situation is not one to be shunted 
aside. It is with us and must be met 
head on. The shortage in 1956 will be even 
greater and after that there is 1957.

If grand juries do not have the right 
to investigate operations of the state gov- 
ernment, who does? 

Today we repeat the question. 

Rep. Denmark Groover, of Bibb, head 
of the legislative economy committee to 
investigate state operations, raised the 
query about the grand juries. 

Rep. Groover as head of the commit- 
tee had previously vetoed Gov. Griffin’s 
suggestion that the committee include the 
matter of official ethics in its probe. 

Now. Rep. Groover has asked that his 
own committee restrict itself to a “gen- 
eral study” of state government, eliminat- 
ing the specific complaints that come to its 
attention, 

How the committee can conduct a 
“general study” and arrive at any worth- 
while conclusions without investigating 
specific complaints is beyond our compre- 
hension. 

‘Gov. Griffin publicly has asked for an 
impartial investigation that might lead to 
better administration and more economy 
in state government. He has issued orders 
forbidding state officials to engage in busi- 
ness with the state and has asked the Gen- 
eral Assembly to end such practices with 
the force of law in January. 

And yet Rep. Groover wants to con- 
duct a “general study!” 

Surely there must be some agency with 
the will and the authority to investigate 
the people’s business—state government. 

But if we accept Rep. Groover’s 
premises, who does?

This figure is more than 10 per cent of 
the population and places Georgia 18th 
among the states as far as veterans popu- 
lation is concerned. All in all, the VA 
estimates that there are approximately 
22,000,000 survivors of all our wars now 
living in the United States.

Can't Logically Be Limited 


Some of the witnesses at the House Un-American Activities Com- 


mittee’s current hearings 
challenged the committee’s right 
among show people... .. 

It is clear enough to most people 
that the, purpose of the Fifth 
Amendment is to protect a man 
from the prosecution that might 
follow if he testified against him- 
self. What is less well understood 
is that the purpose is not protection 
against loss of employment or of 
prestige.

WASHINGTON—The most pernicious, poisonous,

Nazi-innocence propaganda was loosed on the world 


this past week from the mouth of 


one of Hitler Germany's Prussian 


generals, former Field Marshal Albert Kesselring. 


And what is this doctrine which 
former Marshal Kesselring ad- 
vances for our reflection—and, I 
would say, for Germany’s undoing 
if she ever gives it credence—in 
a copyrighted interview in ‘The 
U.S. News & World Report’’? It is 
this: 

That the German army could 
have won the war, could have de- 
feated -Britain, Russia and the 
United States, if Hitler had let it. 

That ‘Hitler could have won” 
except for a few little “‘mistakes.’’ 

That even these mistakes were 
not so much Hitler’s as they were 
Hitler’s allies’ and his enemies’ 
mistakes! Specifically, Japan 
should have attacked Siberia in 
1941 and Churchill should have 
sued for peace not later than 1943. 
Kesselring patronizingly describes 
this as ‘‘Churchill’s biggest mis- 
take.”’ 

That Hitler couldn’t bring him- 
self to invade Britain after Dun- 
kirk because of his affection for 
the British, or, as  Kesselring 
called it, his ‘curious predilection

reappeared among Republican state chairmen who gathered here this 
week for a school of practical politics preparatory to the 1956 campaign. 


This is an almost-supine depend- 
ence upon one man—President Ki- 
senhower—to pull the party through 
next year’s national election and 
some of them, like some of the 
governors, are doubtful this will 
include recapture of Congress. 


The almost unholy reliance upon 
the President is most complimen- 
tary and cannot help but give him 
a lift, especially since he is a 
newcomer in politics. But the flat- 
tery does not seem to overwhelm 
him. When the pleas that he run 
again began to rise all over the 
Republican map many months 
ago, he spoke up at a news con- 
ference to say that he regarded 
no man as indispensable and cer- 
tainly not himself and added that 
no political party could proceed 
on such a theory. 

Yet, his party is proceeding on 
this theory, 

One of the tests of a healthy po- 
litical party is its ability to bring 
up in its own ranks men who can 
be effective candidates even if not 
always sucessful candidates. Here 
the Republican Party has had its 
troubles in recent years so far as 
candidates for the presidency are 
concerned. Neither of its last two 
presidents was a product of the 
party but came from outside. Her- 
bert Hoover's career had been in 
engineering and business; Gen. Ei- 
senhower was a professional sol- 
dier. 


Maybe this history helps to ex- 
plain the dependence now on the 


military hero who has become tie 
party's leader. For, in truth, when 
party lookouts cast their gaze 
about among those available who 
have come up in the party they 
seem to see little that excites 
them greatly as men who w 
excite the voters. | 
This also may help to explain 
another psychological phenome- 
non that has become a predomi 
nant factor in today’s politics. - 
This is the way in which tHe 
Republican Party manage- 
ment and its propagandists have 
attempted—and succeeded to °@ 
large degree—in throwing a mab- 
tle of inviolability about the Presi- 
dent, creating a sacrosanct sort of 
figure, whom it is virtually “@ 
crime to criticize. - 
This is, indeed, something new 
in our politics. The other ‘“‘indis- 
pensable man’’ of our times nevér 
lacked detractors and though he 
and his family and his friends re- 
sented the criticism, some of “it 
foul, our people tolerated it as the 
way of our politics. And Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's successor, Harry 3s 
Truman, got it hot and heavy, tod.

Some Fulton County property 
owners may get a bill soon for 
faxes on their property a former 
owner failed to pay as long as 
50 years ago. 

County Atty. Harold Sheats 
said Thursday that in a routine 
eheck of several hundred old tax 
deeds now held by the county, 
his office had found some deeds 
between 30 and 50 years old.

‘Neatness’ No Part 
O Math Examination 


When Philip, our second son, 
was 16, he took a Spanish course 
in high school. 


His marks were excellent, so 
he expected an ‘‘A’’ grade in the 
course. 


But he was so hot under the 
collar when he finally received 
a ‘‘C”’ grade he couldn't be re- 
strained. 

He showed his teacher his 


throughout the semester, plus 
his final exam marks, too. 


Thus, he proved to her that | 


he was tops in the class in his 
output of work. 

But she bristled at this chal- 
lenge to her authority although 
Philip made her admit his 
grades were tops. 

“Then why did you knock my 
grade down to a ‘C’?’’ demand- 


eed Philip. 


She replied that it was because 
of his ‘‘attitude.”’ She said he 
didn’t show enough interest in 
Spanish and would often stare 
out the window during class. 


POOR TEACHING 


This Spanish teacher was a | 


“bad”’ teacher and very illogi- 
cal. But there are a few other 
teachers just like her in most 
school systems. 

They confuse ‘‘output’’ with 
“attitude.”” Yet the pay-off in 
school is supposed to be based on 
merit, meaning your scholastic 


output. 


Getting grades is much: like 
getting bread at a store. If you 
lay the price of a loaf of bread 
on the counter, the grocer is 
supposed to hand you that bread, 
regardless of your ‘‘attitude.”’ 

And most male teachers real- 
ize this vital fact. But there are 
a number of women teachers, 
plus some sissy-males, who still 
confuse scholastic output with 
‘‘neatness’”’ or ‘“‘politeness’’ or a 
rival political or religious view- 
point on the part of the student. 


PRISSY TEACHERS 


Teachers usually give girls 
higher grades than boys, and 
one of the reasons is the fact 
that boys are more sweaty crea- 
tures so their papers are often 
less neat. 

But in a mathematics class, if 


a boy hands in a paper with the |
